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SSC Administration 
Involved In Scandal 


A major scandal involving all levels of 
administration has been uncovered on the 
Salisbury State College campus in Salis- 
bury, Md. None of SSC’s seven other 
campus locations have been linked to the 
scandal, even though it is thought the 
scandal played a role in the acquistion 
of the other locations. 

Under the guise of an innocent collec- 
tion of pull tabs from beverage cans for a 
math class project, millions of dollars have 
been subsidized for the acquisiton of pull 
tabs.

Appointment Begin 


SSC students were advised today that 
in the future appointments with admin- 
istrative officials of the institution would 
be made only if the following procedures 
were followed: |. Present a statement 
signed by a physician with malpractice 
insurance certifying that you are not a 
carrier of leprosy. 2. Present a type- 
written statement, in triplicate, stating in 
no less than 500 words the reason for 
seeking an appointment.

Leisurely Studies 
Under Consideration 


The Lyer has recently learned that 
Salisbury State College is considering a 
Leisurely Studies Program in its-curricu- 
lum. It would seem this is a propitious 
time for that sort of development to take 


- place particularly in view of the often 


recognized disease in Salisbury known as.

To find out if it was, indeed, a poten- 
tial reality we consulted the local guru in 
charge of the Department of Basket- 
weaving, Pigskin Anatomy, Love and 
other Indoor Sports, Dr. Belson Nutler.
